WRATHFUL DAKOTA. 


Public opinion in Dakota feels out- 


raged because the last Congress refused 
to admit that Territory as a State in the 
Union. One paper voices the feeling 
there on the subject in laogaaga more 
attractive from its strength than its 
courtesy. It adriees the people of Da- 
kota "to invite Congress to go to the 


" and "to set up independently on 


our own hook," 
It declares that, 


"with more Territory than New Eng- 
land, New York, New Jersey and half 
of Pennsylvania combined, with more 
population than New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Delaware, Florida and Nevada, 
with more daily papers than any three 
Southern States pat together, and with 
more general intel'igence among her 
people than is to be found in all the 
professional politicians of both parties 
at Washington—she has within herself 
everything necessary for a 
glorio«s 


homeland." The strength of this lan- 
guage may please the utterer's constitu- 
ents, but abroad it will raise a question 
of his sanity and truthfulness. Dakota 
has not nearly the population he gives 
it, but it has probably not less than 
350,000 and' possible 300,000, and it 
certainly has more than enough to en- 
title it ;to one Eepresentative in Con- 
gress. Moreover, they are, like the 
population of California 
when that 


State was admitted into tho Union, far 
above the average in intelligence, push 
and general wealth; and the majority'of 
them fire not women and children, but 
•voters. It is not straining a point to as- 
sume that there are more legs.1 voters 
now in the Territory of Dakota than in 
Nevada, Oregon and Delaware com- 
bined, unless the published accounts of 
immigration during the last three years 
are grossly exaggerated.

missioners neglected their duty in the 
premises, and 
failed, among other 


things, to count the moneys at times as 
directed by the statutes, thereby depriv- 
ing the defendants of that information 
to which as bondsmen the lair gave 
them the safeguard and right to have 
The defeusa iu this action seems to 
have been that rahed upon by the Ca.-- 
riok bondsmen, and seams to have 
been as successful in the one instance 
as the other. Commissioners are again 
admonished by the decision ia the Mc- 
Conkey ease to ba vigilant in the duties 
imposed them by 'aw.

If yon will cut this out and stick it in 


your memorandum book, yon will find 
t convenient for reference, and be 
spared the trouble and expense of writ- 
ing letters of inquiry to the newspapers. 


On and after October 1, 1883, letter 


postage will be 2 cents for each half- 
ounce or fractional part thereof, be- 
tween all points in tho United States. 
The rate will then be the same on drop 
tetters and all others. No changes have 
been made in rates on other classes of 
matter. 


On and after the 1st of July, 1883, 


you can obtain at any money-order 
office postal notes in sums of $5 and 
under, by paying a fee of 3 cents. These 
postal notes will be made payable to 
the bearer without corresponding ad- 
vices. They will be payable at any 
money-order office within three months 
of the date of the issue. After the lap so 
of that time, the holder can obtain the 
par value only by applying to the Poat- 
offlce Department at Washington. 


On and after the 1st of July, 1883, 


you can obtain a postal money-order 
for as large a sum as $100. The present 
limit is $50. The feas on and after that 
date for orders will be as follows :

15 cents

The postal notes will no doubt be 


found more convenient in one rospeet 
than the fractional paper currency was, 
since they can be obtained for any num- 
ber of cents under $5. Theie will also 
be Issa liability to loss by theft than 
there was when fractional notes were 
used for transmission through the mails 
especially if the daparttuent uses judg 
ment in prescribing the size and form 
of the notes and in selecting the pape 
on which they are to be printed. 


On the other hand, they will be less 


convenient, in that thoy can only be 
obtained at money-order offices, at a 
considerable sacrifice of time, especially 
in large cities. It will be observed that, 
after the 1st of October, the cost ol 
sending any sum under $5 by posta 
note will be 5 cents—2 cents postag 
and 3 cents fee. 


The new fees on orders are consid

MissCronin 
is a comely girl of eighteen years. She 
said that last Tuesday she complained 
to her mother that the priest had insult- 
ed her; that she and her mother had 
gone to the Bishop and complained of 
the priest, and that at the suggestion of 
the Bishop she had gone to the priest 
Saturday night and tendered her keys.

planted flesh. Dr. Warren, with two 
assistants, performed 
the

yesterday afternoon. 
The processs oc- 


cupied two hours, daring which time 
the patient remained under the in- 
liuence of anesthetics. The abdomen 
vrtts laid open aud slowly, bit by bit, tke 
living flesh was cut from not vital parts 
ind sawed into place in the shape ol 
the missing .orizau. Inflammation wus 
guarded against by a constant stream ol 
antiseptic spray upon the 
interna 


organs, and finally, after many careful 
.niches had beeu taken in the internal 
construction, tho outward opening wus 
closed and the operation was snccess- 
'ully completed.

'>etter than was expected and to-day he 
aos slept considerably aud tho fever bus 
aot been as severe ns was feared would 
asiilt. It is expected that the mechan- 
ical union of transplanted tissue will be-

camps, who have felt that the only man- 
ner in which they could inform the 
world of their existence would be by 
kicking us, the Comstock "Dead Lion' 
—of a record of over $300,000,000 in 
bullion—will probably be sorry to hear 
that we ave likely to come to the front 
again. 
That we shall shortly soon 


again come to life is now apparent, 
however sad the news may be to some 
regions of our "beloved country." 
The 


Comstook nor the people of the Corn- 
stock have never felt jealous of any 
other mining camp in the United States, 
On the contrary, Comstockers have al- 
ways been pleased with evidences oi 
prosperity manifested by the people oi 
other camps, and have sent off experl 
miners to assist in the development oi 
all newly-discovered mines. 


Take the history of silver mines in 


all countries and it is to the effect thai 
they were so many years in bonanza and 
so many years in borasca. It is jnat as 
true and just as natural as that there 
are silver mines. Look at the big mines 
of Mexico. How often have they had 
bonanzas and how often have they been 
in borusca? It is the same here as in 
Mexico. There is a broad silver-bearing 
belt lying between certain kinds oi 
rocks. These rocks (called east and 
west walls) are the guides of the miners. 
All within is what may be called a sort 
of pudding.
